Carl C. Brennor, the noted artist, who
recently died at Louisville Hr,. was born
Aur. , 1838, at Lautercichen, on the
Rhuine, in Bavaria, whore his father,
Frederick Drenner, a glazier by trade, re-
sided. From his 6th to his 18th year he
attended the public schools of Lis village.
He was cousiderad one of the brightest of
Lis elass and showed such decided talent
for dnwirlaf that bis teacher made n:lpp”
eation to King Ludwig 1 for his admit.
tance to the Academy of Fine Arts, at
Munich.

pursue studies for that rurpusu. Even
when employed at sigu painting his artis-
tho workmauship attracted much atten-
tion, and many beantiful samples were
exhibited at the varions Louisville expo-
sitions, and at the Interuational, at Vi
ennn.

He was not long in altaining an
enviable promiuency among American
urtists, and bhis weird, romantic land.-
soupes, especiully his beech forest scencs,
were for u long while eagerly sought,
Tho wildest spots were reproduced by
Lim upon eanvas with o realism that was
remarkable, and muny of his works of
this character recelved the highest com-
mendation of people whose opinions wero
of great value.  He gained a comfortable
competeney, of which ho gave liberally

toward charitable purposes, and lived
quietly in Louisville, the city of his
adoption.

Death of the Most Popalar Contemporane-
ous American Novelist.

Mr. Roe was fond of enterlaining his
friends, and he nearly always had grouped
around him a coterie of men prominent
in the field of leiters, Not long before
his death le extended an invitation to
the Authors’ club of New York to visit
Lim at his country seat; and the meeting
was a momorable one. Nearly all those
who accepted the invitation traveled to
Cornwall by water, and they were by no
means a bad lot, taking them together.
There was Edmund Clarence Stedman,
for example, the most popular writer of
writers, the youngest man, by all odds,
for his age—fuller of the exhilaration of
youth than most of his juniors by twenty
yoars; Julian Hawthorno, in a flannel
shirt, with a soft red tennis eap on his
handsome head, by far tho most pictur-
esque figure of all; Richard Henry Stod.
dard, the venorable poet, exuberant with
health and good nature; and a seore more
of writers of all ages, whose names are
known the world over. Roe himselfl was
in the best of spirits. 7

E. . Roo was o man of somowhat
siriking presenco. He was of medinm
height, powerfully built, with a vel
{:lrmm and intelligent face; dar

air was brushed carelessly buck from s
high forehead, nnd his beard and mus-
tache were long and black; his eyes were
of a kindly gray, and his mauner was
that of o man who hed spent the greater

art of his life in the atmosphere of
wme.  The authors wero entertalued lav-
ishily and had a glorions time, and they
all united in singing the praises of tho
wminble novelist,

g
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Roo was ono of the authors who “made
moeney.” His incomoe from books was
umpler than the income of any other man
of letters, ubtained from the same source,
in America. It is estimated that he had
something like 2,000,000 readers in the
United States alone, and his works were
translated into many lmqm.m-s.

The novel, “Barriers Burned Away,"”
was bLis first attemovt o the field of
authorship. On the day of the break-
iughnuto the great Chieago fire he was
in New York eity, where Lo had been in-
vited to preach to a church temporarily
without a pastor. Regarding his sudden
trip to Chicago he says:

“I cannot secount for it, but the im-
pulse to go to the stricken city st once
seemed to overpower me. [ packed my
valise und started westward. 1 had no
clear purpose, no definite plan, beyond
that of seeing humanity at o timo when
it appealed 80 powerfully te ono's sym-
pathy and interest. 1 hoped eventunlly
to write about the seenes witnessed; but
what or how | should write it 1 did not
know, nor was 1 by any means certain
that I could produce anything that people
wotld eare to read.  In brief, my feelin
WeTo l'h-fnlmdl\' moved, and 1 slmply
obeyed an hupulse to go wnd see what
would come out of it.”

He arrived at the sceno of the great
conflagration  while the ruins wero yot
smoking, and overy hour deepened the
impressions of the great disaster upon his
wind, e spent days, and many nights
also, picking hiz way through the debris
cucumbering the streets, while trying to
reproduce in imagiontion the scenes and
events of tho great fire. The ldea of writ-
ing a nov. Jon the subject suddenly oe-
curred to Lim, and *‘Barriers Burned
Away' begau to tuke a shadowy outline
in his mind.

He then begun to write the story—chap-
ters of it in the cars und on steambosts,
wherever bie happened to be.  The story
wus first published us serial in The New
York Evangelist, aud in 1872 it was pub.
lisked in book form st $1.75 per volume,

FOOD FOR INFANTS.

A hysician Gives Some Good Advico to
Apxions Mothbore—HMealth Hints,

As to the Kind of food best =uited to
young children, it may bo geoepted as an
axiom that unless the mother's milk pos-
voly disagrees with her babe, 1t is bots
ter than auy artificial proparation. The
rule {5 that the child will thrive best and

have the best ehanes of lifo which s i

notrished at ite mother's breast, Even
It thio milk at fivst soews to disagros with
the child, it will usually be found that
thia is due to removable causes, By at-

tention 1o or disregurd of hygienie rules)
the milk may bo mado healthtnl or fnju.!

rioun. e mother with an Infant ot
breast sfould always remember that fuet,
and regulate her diet accordingly. She
should avoil sour fooda and drinks and
alcobolie stimulauts, for theso have a

diroct effect upon her mlilk, ghly

valuo, The mother should avoid, so far
ns \s. asibile, worry and excitement, aud it
is bighly Important that she docs not
subjoct horself to overheating.  All thess
thivgs directly affect the quautity and
quality of the milk supply,

When on aceonnt of the quality or in-
suflicient quantity of the mother's milk
fome other food must bo provided for the
child it is very important that no mistake
bo made in sclecting the substitute.
Goat's milk comes nearest 1o tho infant
food of nature, but to many people that
s out of the question, &-shf:: even if
obtalnable, it s sometimes diflicult 1o got
chiliren to drink it on account of fta
stirong odor,  After this comes cow's
milk. This s difficult to obtain in the
elty in a puro stato, snd the quality, of
course, s not uniform,  To people living
in the city, and especially peoplo in hum-
blo clroumstances, 1t is not easy to get
ono cow's milk, It is therefore custom-
ary with physicians to recommend eon-
densed milk, beeauso 1L Is moro uniform,
less linble to decomposition and purer,
When eow's milk Is used it should bo
freshly bollod every thno the bottla ia
filled.” Tho boiling  destroys any discaso
formn Turking in the fluld and rendors it
was lable to fevitate the delioate stomach
of the babe.
